Farmers in the v icin ity of Mid d le 
town , Hen ry cou n ty , are su fferin g a 
great d amage to the growin g corn crop 
from a worm similar in man y regpects 
to the gru b. 
The worm is from on e 
an d on e-fon rth in ches in len gth an d 
in d iameter is hard ly as large as an 
ord in ary lead pen cil. 
It is ad orn ed 
with a black head , sn rmon n ted with 
a red top 
It work s ju st abov e the 
sprou tin g grain , cu ttin g the roots from 
the grain . 
The stalk is left stan d in g, 
an d n o d amage is preceptible u n til the 
blad es wilt, when the stalk can be 
read ily lifted from the grou n d . 
Samples of their work hav e been sen t 
to 
Prof. James Troop, at 
Pu rd u e 
Un iv ersity , for an aly sis. 
On e report it that in on e field a part 
of the grou n d was plowed in Febru ary 
an d the remain in g part in April, an d 
all was plan ted early in May . 
The 
part of tho field plowed in Febru ary is 
free from d amage by the worm, while 
the part plowed in April is almost 
totally d estroy ed . 
A n u mber claim 
that it is the ord in ary gru b worm that 
is d oin g the d amage, while others 
con ten d that it is a d ifferen t an d more 
d an gerou s worm. 
The report 
from 
Prof. Troop is an x iou sly awaited . 
Nothin g of the k in d has y et been 
reported in Ru sh or other cou n ties 
n ear.

Brook ly n , In d ., Ju n e 11.—Early Su n ­ 
d ay morn in g the grocery store of Pat 
Thorn berry was completely d estroy ed 
by d y n amite. 
The terrific ex plosion 
shook the en tire town , an d man y win ­ 
d ow pan es were brok en . 
The streets 
of the v illage were soon filled with 
frighten ed an d half-clad resid en ts, who 
ru shed arou n d in a state of pan ic en ­ 
d eav orin g to ascertain what had hap­ 
pen ed . Flames break in g ou t from the 
ru in s 
of 
Thorn berry ’s 
store 
soon 
brou ght them to the scen e of the d is­ 
aster. 
A bu ck et brigad e was hastily 
formed , arid the fire was ex tin gu ished 
before it gain ed an y head way or cou ld 
commu n icate to other bu ild in gs. 
In the mean time an effort was be­ 
in g mad e to fin d ou t who was respon ­ 
sible for the ou trage. No clu e has y et 
been fou n d , thou gh the citizen s of the 
place d eclare that a thorou gh in v esti­ 
gation will be mad e an d the perpetra­ 
tors brou ght to ju stice If possibel. 
For some time it had been ru mored 
that a “blin d tiger” was bein g operat­ 
ed in the place an d frequ en t threats 
again st the resort were mad e.

cen tly it was reported that sev eral 
boy s had pu rchased in tox ican ts at the 
place.

The store of Lou is Sawy er, ad join ­ 
in g Thorn berry ’s place, was bad ly 
d amaged , the stock of groceries bein g 
shak en in to a heap on the floor. Across 
the street the win d ows in the Lou is 
Rin k er store, the Brook ly n Hard ware 
compan y ’s 3 to re an d the postoffice 
were shattered to pieces.

St. Petersbu rg, Ju n e 11.—In spite of 
the official d en ial, belief that the re­ 
tiremen t of the Goremy k in min istry is 
n ear at han d is reasserted by the 
Reich, the Con stitu tion al Democratic 
organ , which apparen tly is look in g for­ 
ward hopefu lly to the in stallation of 
a cabin et more in harmon y wd th the 
lower hou se of parliamen t. This hope 
apparen tly sprin gs from the belief that 
the min istry is lik ely to go to smash 
throu gh in tern al d issen sion s ov er the 
agrarian program of Min ister of Agri­ 
cu ltu re Stichin sk y , con cern in g which 
there has been mu ch gossip lately . 
Members of the cabin et, howev er, as­ 
sert that seriou s d iscord has n ot man ­ 
ifested Itself. The project of M. Stieh- 
in sk y has n ot y et been su bmitted to 
the min istry in toto, an d prelimin ary 
d iscu ssion of it rev ealed n o stron gly 
ad v erse criticism to it. 
The Liberal organ s also giv e cred it 
to a report that the emperor In d efer­ 
en ce to the .sen timen t of the lower 
hou se of parliamen t, has d ecid ed to 
su spen d ex ecu tion s pen d in g the en act­ 
men t of a law abolishin g them; bu t 
the ru mor fin d s an swer in the d is­ 
patches from Warsaw, where on e man 
was han ged Satu rd ay for an attack 
on a policeman an d fou r hav e been 
con d emn ed to d eath for sack in g the 
town ship treasu ry ; an d from Riga, 
where a cou rtmartial of thirty six 
members of the fightin g ban d of the 
rev olu tion ists has con d emn ed to d eath 
sev en men . amon g them the lead er, 
k n own throu ghou t the whole of the 
Baltic prov in ces as “Napoleon ,” an d 
twen ty to Imprison men t from three to 
fifteen y ears. 
A prelimin ary in terpellation regard ­ 
in g the Riga cou rtmartial alread y has 
been presen ted to the lower hou se of 
parliamen t, as a v erd ict of gu ilty was 
an ticipated , an d it was n ot d esired to 
giv e the military officers time to ex ­ 
ecu te the sen ten ces before the in ter­ 
pellation reached them throu gh the 
regu lar chan n els, as happen ed at a 
prev iou s ex ecu tion of eight person s at 
Riga 
The election s in the Cau casu s are 
ev ery where goin g in fav or of the So­ 
cial Democrats. 
On accou n t of the 
strik e of sailors on the Black Sea, fiv e 
electors at Su k hu m were forced to ap­ 
peal to the gov ern men t for a torped o 
boat to con v ey them to the Datu m 
electoral assembly . 
The agrariafa d isord ers are stead ily 
spread in g in wid ely separated locali­ 
ties an d the gov ern men t, thou gh it 
boasted of its ability to prev en t d is­ 
tu rban ces this y ear. Is u n able to cope 
with them.
